ORR Finds No Threat to Students, 
Despite Rumors

The Old Rochester Regional High School 
administration, along with the Rochester and Mattapoisett 
Police Departments, had been investigating a reported 
potential threat made towards the student body at the 
high school, and Principal Mike Devoll followed up the 
report on December 9 with an email message to parents. 

In the December 9 letter, Devoll explained that a 
student had reported to the administration that an alleged 
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threat had been made, which the school promptly looked 
into. An investigation turned up nothing substantial, 
however. 

''The investigation revealed that there was no 
threat made towards anyone at ORRHS, there was no 'hit 
list' as was rumored by many students, and there was no 
intent to harm anyone on the ORRHS campus," stated 
Devoll. 

Police determined that the students were safe and 
would continue to remain safe, Devoll added. 

Then ten days later, on December 19, Devoll 
issued another email to parents to further put their 
increasing fears and speculation to rest. 

Devoll wrote, "From that initial report, a number 
of rumors have spread around the communities that have 
all gone unfounded." 

Devoll said administration, along with police, 
followed-up on all rumors and allegations and found 
nothing that substantiated any alleged threats. 

In the meantime, the school has fielded a number 
of calls over the last week from parents with concerns 
over rumors their children had been telling them, Devoll 
said. School staff had also been meeting with students 
individually, debriefing them on the matter in order to 
address student concerns as well. 

"We will continue to speak to anyone that has 
concerns or has reports that warrant investigating," said 
Devoll.

''Mr. P" as he is known in certain circles, and it is Pereira's 
snack cart that is the centerpiece of the cafe (aside from 
the students' smiles, of course). He had it lying around in 
his garage and thought it would be the perfect addition to 
create that real cafe feeling. 

"We would really like this program to be 
something that lasts," Pereira said. The skills of 
measuring out ingredients, counting change, as well as 
making the coffee are real-life work skills the students 
can use when they transition out of high school and into 
adulthood. "And just that social piece of communicating 
with others," added Pereira. 

In charge of the pilot transition program is 
Rebecca Okolita, an ORR graduate from the year 1998. 

She is running the new special education program. 

"We're really trying to be a part of the community 
and keep covering basic skills that will last into the rest 
of their lives," Okolita said. "I think we're doing great 
becoming a part of the community as a whole." 

The transitional program incorporates many 
pre-vocational, language, and community/ social skills, 
Okolita said. 

"My students have really improved on 
communicating with one another and new people and 
customers," Okolita said. "One of my students that uses 
an AAC (communication device) has learned to navigate 
his AAC to speak directly to customers."

as profits and all of it goes to a student account to help 
fund outings into the community. 

"I want my students to associate hard work with 
rewarding activities," said Okolita. 

In addition to the cafe, students travel outside 
school for community outings to help out at local charities 
like Gifts to Give, go shopping, and equip themselves 
with essentials such as personal identification cards from 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles. The students even got the 
chance to sneak in a visit with Santa Claus at the mall 
recently, which delighted Hathaway who bellowed out a 
laugh when he looked at the picture of him posing with 
Santa. 

"There's always a reason for the place we go and 
the skills needed," said Pereira. "Becky's got a lot of ideas 
and a lot of vision for what she wants to see these kids 
become." 

The students are currently raising funds for a 
school garden for next year by returning bottles and cans 
for recycling, which they welcome from the community. 
Okolita has also started up a GoFundMe page, which will 
help, hopefully, along with a $500 grant.

Marion Council on Aging Chairman Joanne 
Mahoney, with COA Director Heather Silvia by her side, 
asked the selectmen to designate the building. Mahoney 
emphasized - several times - her preference for the 
selectmen to place the emphasis on a senior center as 
the principal use of the building, with her determination 
eliciting a few chuckles from the roomful of senior center 
supporters. 

Selectmen in their motion specified the senior 
center designation primarily for a Monday through Friday 
schedule, leaving room for community and recreational

events for weekends. 

Elections would also still be held at the 465 Mill 
Road building. 

''We need to follow the wishes of the VFW," 
commented Selectman Stephen Cushing when it came 
time for a motion. 

Marion Finance Committee Chairman Alan 
Minard, present for the meeting, stated that funding could 
be squeezed from the reserve fund to get some priority 
upgrades completed as soon as possible, such as the 
electrical upgrading and the renovation of the restrooms 
for Americans with Disabilities Act compliance.

said, "I think that we could . . . certainly get started on the 
big stuff." 

Once the vote was taken, the room erupted into 
applause and smiles. 

In other business, a roomful of Planting Island 
residents voiced opposition to a proposed aquaculture 
farm sited for a location southeast of Meadow Island. 

Applicant Chris Bryant, accompanied by his two 
brothers Ben and Nat, faced a number of concerns and 
questions about impeding navigation of the channel and 
recreational use of the location. 

After much discussion, including the possibility 
of moving the site slightly to further avoid obstructing the 
passage of boats through the 200-foot channel, selectmen 
continued the matter to allow Bryant and members of the 
planting Island Homeowners Association to meet and 
come to an agreement, if possible, on how to proceed to 
please both residents and applicants. 

Also during the meeting, Minard and Planning 
Board Chairman Robert Lane, present as individuals 
not representing their respective boards, addressed the 
selectmen regarding a new approach to the Town House 
renovation matter. 

The men proposed exploring the VFW property 
as a possible site for a new town hall campus-style 
building, in hopes that this would be favorable to the 
townspeople since it could be a more cost-effective way to 
satisfy the needs of the Town.

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Minard and Lane proposed an independent 
committee to study just the VFW property option so the 
town could compare ''an apple and an orange" when 
weighing the benefits to each proposal. 

Selectmen agreed to allow a committee of five 
to form, and asked Minard and Lane to submit a formal 
proposal and purpose statement for the committee before 
the Board of Selectmen appoint any members. 

In other matters, the board authorized the transfer 
of an aquaculture license held by Catherine Brodeur to 
Shea Doonan. When asked by selectmen if she had simply 
had enough of the business, Brodeur quietly replied, "No, 
I'm not feeling too well." 

Attorney Patricia McArtle also introduced an 
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article on behalf of her client for placement on the Spring 
Annual Town Meeting in 2017 proposing a zoning change 
for a prospective development site currently zoned as 
commercial /light industrial. The change, if adopted 
by town meeting voters, would change the zoning to a 
'Residential E' zone. 

A hearing pertaining to an alleged attack by a dog 
owned by Gregory Silva was continued at the defendant's 
request until the next meeting. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for January 3, 2017 at 7:00 pm at 
the Marion Town House.

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

During the December 14 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Finance Committee, Selectman Paul Silva 
brought to the committee's attention that many residences 
where public sewer service is now available never tied into 
the system. 

"There are 149 developed lots in town that have 
not tied into the sewer," Silva reported, adding, "That 
equals about $74,000 on the table; they aren't paying usage 
fees." While the town is paying for the capacity, those 
who have not tied-in are not offsetting those expenses, he 
explained. 

Selectmen Jordan Colly er said that it's implied

"'a handshake agreement," that property owners of 
developed lots had two years to hook into the system but 
apparently enforcement was vague. 

Collyer and Silva discussed that some 
homeowners whose private septic systems needed 
repair or replacement prior to sewer projects in their 
neighborhood spent a great deal of money so that when 
the public sewer system came along, "They never tied-in," 
said Collyer. 

FinCom members asked if there were contractual 
agreements that would force the homeowner to use 
the public system. Town Administrator Michael Gagne 
said there were sewer bylaws, but it seemed that an 
amendment would be required to enforce utilizing the 
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public system. 

Silva said, "The sewer commissioners need to look 

at this." 

In other matters, Gagne stated, "I thought we 
should chit chat about FY18," saying he had been meeting 
with town department heads discussing health care costs 
and long-term personnel planning. "It's good to know who 
might be planning on retiring," he said. 

Gagne said that recently there had been some 
difficulty hiring staff for what he called positions requiring 
"specialized" training and that it made sense to try and hire 
from within, giving staff members ample opportunity to be 
trained by the outgoing employee. Fie pointed out that the 
selectmen had developed a three-year plan with the clerical 
union that would recognize those persons who wished 
to move up in their departments to give them time to be 
trained. 

"Promotion from within makes sense," he said. 

Gagne has also asked the department heads to 
identify any anomalies in their budgets such as fuel, salt/ 
sand, et cetera that might blow up a level-funded functional 
area. Fie has also begun the process of running the numbers 
on revenue versus expenditures for a mid-January review. 

Regarding state aid, Gagne said that funding in 
FY17 was down by 5 percent and anticipated the same for 
the coming year. Local receipts, he said, "have done well," 
but projections for growth in 2018 showed a slowing trend. 

To help understand the financial health and 
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wellbeing of the town's many balance sheets, Gagne said 
he wanted to segregate expenditures by department. Such 
costs as post-employment benefits, pensions. Medicare, 
property, as well as liability and group health insurance 
were all areas that he said could be pulled apart and 
allocated directly to departments. 

Once again sounding the warning gong on 
rising health care costs, Gagne said that those expenses 
are growing at an unsustainable rate and that long- 
term pension assessment would make adoption of a 
stabilization fund reasonable. He said that the average age 
of the town's employees was 50 years of age. Collyer said, 
"'We need to take a long hard look at what other towns are 
doing about co-pays." 

The committee also discussed the three at-large 
open seats that presently exist at the conference table. They 
said letters of interest can be submitted to the selectmen's 
office and hoped that several would be received in the 
coming year. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee is scheduled for January 11 at 6:30 pm in the 
town hall conference room. 


Wetland Delineations for Vaughan Hill 
Property Pending 

Rochester Conservation Commission

An abbreviated notice of resource area delineation 
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or NRAD caused a bit of conversation during the 
December 20 meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission. 

Coming before the commission was Alan Ewing 
of Alan Ewing Engineering representing Marc and Nancy 
Ferreira. The site is 6.8 acres and is located on Vaughan 
Hill Road. 

Ewing detailed for the commissioners wetland 
delineations completed by Ferreira's wetland consultant. 

An abutter residing at 30 Vaughan Hill Road and 
Kevin Ferreira, who identified himself as a New Bedford 
resident interested in finding out how things were done 
in Rochester, questioned the intent of the applicant in 
seeking certification of the wetland line. 

Ewing said that a single-family home was 
planned. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon said the 
commission was only hearing the NRAD application. She 
explained that soils on the site were "difficult," noting 
wetland vegetation in upland areas. Farinon said, "Fd like 
to make more detailed studies." 

Ewing asked for and received a continuation 
pending completion of Farinon' s site work and submittal 
of wetland consultant's report. 

Bob Rogers of G.A.F. Engineering came before 
the commission with a continued notice of intent hearing 
for Mike Spieldenner, 1 Happy Tails Lane. Spieldenner 
has already been before the Planning Board and had 
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previously met with the Conservation Commission. 

However, the Planning Board asked for 
modifications to the proposed paved 12-foot wide 
roadway that included a drainage swale and a check dam 
to help manage and mitigate stormwater runoff. 

Rogers also said that electrical service would 
be moved underground versus across the neighbor's 
property. 

Commissioner Daniel Gagne question the depth 
of the swale, saying it appeared that the depth was lower 
than existing wetlands. He wondered aloud about the 
need for a dewatering plan. Gagne also asked about the 
need for a test pit to determine the water table. Rogers 
responded that he didn't want to "add cost" if that wasn't 
necessary 

Rogers said that if seasonal high water table 
levels were reached while excavating that digging 
would stop there. He said that he planned to ask for a 
continuation until January 17 to give Spieldenner time to 
circle back to the planning board on January 10 with any 
new information Rogers gleaned from tonight's meeting 
with the commission. 

The commission seemed satisfied with the plan as 
proposed. Rogers asked for and received a continuation. 

Patricia Tilton, representing the estate of Carol 
Taylor, 40 Hartley Road, along with Collins Civil 
Engineering Group presented a request for determination 
of applicability to install a new 1,500-gallon septic system. 
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The project received a negative determination with 
standard conditions. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for January 17 at 7:00 pm in the 
town hall meeting room. 

Problematic Sub-Division Roads 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

Barry Denham, Mattapoisett' s highway 
superintendent, knows a thing or two about roads. 

During the December 19 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Planning Board, Denham again sounded the 
warning bell about private roadways in sub-divisions that 
are either incomplete or failing. 

"I have advocated on every single project that 
blacktop be down before building permits are issued. 

By not doing that, we have problems," Denham told the 
members of the Planning Board. 

"We've got areas of Bay Club, Narragansett, and 
Ocean Breeze out there . . . we never required receipt of 
testing," he stated. 

In Mattapoisett, when sub-divisions are 
approved, one of the primary performance areas for the 
developer is the construction of roads that will serve the 
homes being raised. Denham has seen his share of sub- 
divisions where the developers have failed to adequately 
complete roadways while building and occupancy 
permits are issued, oftentimes leaving the homeowners 
with sub-par roadways. 

Denham reported that developer Michael 
Salimando had blacktopped Appaloosa Way in the 
past few days without providing certified reports on 
the condition of the base layer. He said that he had 
been making site visits to the location and waiting for 
Salimando to repair portions of River Road, but was 
suddenly surprised to find work had been completed on 
the sub-division road without certification reports. 

Denham said he called Salimando and questioned 
him on why he had not patched River Road where the 
sub-division stormwater management system ties into the 
town's pipes, with Salimando replying, "It looked pretty 
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good." He told Denham he'd fix it in the spring. 

Denham said he couldn't leave it like that all 
winter, and that he had had the town patch the area as a 
stopgap measure, not as a permanent fix. 

Denham said he also called G.A.F. Engineering 
and spoke to Brian Grady, the engineer of record, 
inquiring as to whether or not the base had been tested 
for viability before the blacktop was poured, with Grady 
saying he too was surprised. 

Chairman Tom Tucker asked Planning Board 
Administrator Mary Crain to reach out to the developer 
and engineer to determine if reports were available. 

Of the Ocean Breeze sub-division located off 
Prospect Road, Town Administrator Michael Gagne said 


that roadway construction had never been completed. 
Numerous attempts by the town to gain developer Scott 
Snow's cooperation and compliance had failed. The town 
is currently undertaking legal action in that matter. 

Narragansett Road, the main entrance roadway 
to the massive cluster sub-division Brandt Point Village, 
has been deemed problematic by Denham for many years. 
That roadway is on the to-do list for developer Armand 
Cotelleso. He had said that work would be completed in 
the spring. 

The only public hearing of the night was a request 
by Robert Randall for a Form A, Approval Not Required, 
to split a buildable lot from property located at the 
intersection of Acushnet Road and Hereford Hill Road. 
That request was unanimously approved. 

There are no meetings scheduled in January 2017. 
The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning Board 
is scheduled for February 6 at 7:00 pm in the town hall 
conference room. 

Bike Path Passes Preliminary Hurdle 

Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission on 
December 14 gave the green light to the Marion portion of 
the bike path, giving preliminary approval by accepting 
the wetlands delineation lines. 

The bike path, which will traverse the 
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Mattapoisett town line, across Route 105, over to 
Washburn Park and up to Point Road still has a winding 
path ahead of it, but with this first task now checked off 
the list, further progress can now ensue. 

John Rockwell, chairman of the Marion Pathway 
Committee, wrapped up his site visit with the commission 
that took place over the course of the prior weekend, 
where Rockwell and some commission members walked 
the areas from the Washburn Park to Route 105 on 
Saturday, then Route 105 to Mattapoisett on Sunday. 

"There's a lot of wetlands," said commission 
member Norm Hills, adding that only the right of way 
was flagged in some areas while there were still some 
wetlands inside the area. "There's plenty of wetlands 
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there, that's the bottom line." 

Regarding two particular places where 
stormwater runoff cuts through the path to reach the 
lower-lying wetlands. Hills said, "This will have to be 
addressed as part of the effort when they do the work." 

Hills suggested a culvert of some sort. 

"There's a whole drainage problem," said 
Rockwell, "So that will be fixed, and we found the two 
spots." 

Hills said there are no problems with the 
wetlands lines, per se, but the problem comes when the 
workers start within those two problem spots. 

Rockwell said that once the project reaches the 25 
percent progress benchmark with the state agencies, there 
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would be a public meeting for abutters and neighbors to 
join the conversation. 

Owner of some abutting property near Point 
Road, Sherman Briggs, said his only concern was a line of 
trees he wanted to stay put. 

''It took 40-something years in order to grow 
those trees and block the highway so it's kind of a 
concern of mine," Briggs said. 

The commission closed the hearing and approved 
the wetlands lines as presented. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for January 11 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House.

ZBA Hearings Cause Debate 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

With a fairly heavy agenda, the Mattapoisett 
Zoning Board of Appeals held their December 15 meeting 
at Old Hammondtown School. 

One case experiencing some pushback from 
abutters came for Scott Boucher's application for a 
special permit to operate a used car sales lot at the 
former Gail's Goodies Bakery on Route 6. Boucher, a 
Mattapoisett resident, has been working his way through 
various boards in town for several months before finally 
advancing to the ZBA for a special permit. 

Boucher explained that he operates an automobile 
repair shop in Acushnet and wants to use the Mattapoisett 
location for "higher end cars" and cars for young 
adults. He said that no repair work would take place 
in Mattapoisett and that hours of operation would be 
reasonable. 

But even with those assurances, folks living on 
Reservation Road took exception. 

A letter read into the minutes from Ken and 
Martha Schmidt, 6 Reservation Road, said that to 
allow the used car lot to operate in Mattapoisett would 
be tantamount to diminishing the quaintness of the 
community and that there were other towns where people 
could purchase cars. 

Also objecting was Mary Kelleher, 4 Reservation 
Road, who echoed those sentiments in her presentation, in 
which she pointed out that the ZBA did not have to allow 
the special permit saying, "This is not in keeping with the 
character of the town. . ." 

Boucher countered that a gas station was situated 
next door to the property in question, that the entire 
area was zoned general business, and that the lot would 
only be used to display cars without the visual noise of 
balloons or flagging. 

The ZBA members saw no problem with 
the business plan as presented by Boucher and 
unanimously approved the special permit with the 
following restrictions: hours of operations set at Monday 
through Saturday from 10:00 am to 5:00 pm, Sunday by 
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appointment only; lighted signage will be turned off 
when business is closed; total number of units for sale 
may not exceed 12; and no repair service would be offered 
at the location. 

Another case causing a bit of dialogue was a 
special permit sought by Mattacarm, LLC, 1 Macneill 
Drive, Southboro, for property located at Shawmut Road 
for construction of a two-story single-family home. The 
applicant was represented by David Davignon of N. 
Douglas Schneider & Associates. 

Davignon gave a historical run down on the 
decades old sub-division plan for the Antassawamock 
coastal neighborhood including the fact that an earlier 
cottage had come down during the 1938 hurricane and 
was never re-built. He said that a study of housing units 
in the area showed that all lots were approximately 7,000 
square feet and that the DEP had previously approved 
building on the lot in question with environmental 
remediation planned near the proposed home. 

Nils Johnson of 23 Sagamore Road, an abutter 
to the Shawmut lot, objected to the location of the 
remediation, saying it might jeopardize the dry basement 
he currently has and asking why the remediation couldn't 
take place on an adjacent lot also owned by the applicant. 

ZBA member Mary Anne Brogan asked 
Davignon, "So you are creating wetlands in his 
backyard?" Davignon explained that, yes, a wetlands 
could be wet, but that it didn't mean there would be 
standing water; simply that original soils would be 
exposed and wetland bushes and grasses would be 
introduced. He said that the remediation project would 
not change the water table. 

"We aren't bringing water in," he told Brogan. 

He also pointed out that the house would only cover 17 
percent of the lot size. 

Brogan said, "But the ConCom didn't approve 
this project." 

Chairman Susan Atkin replied, "That's not our 

area." 

Brogan said, "But we should look at the whole 
picture." 

Andy Bobola, director of inspectional services. 
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explained that the DEP allowed the building. 

Brogan held fast, ''It isn't fair." Bobola said the 
ZB A decision could be appealed if the abutters objected. 

In the end, the other board members voted to 
grant the special permit with Brogan casting a negative 
vote. 

In other business, Michael Finch received a 
special permit to store and sell firewood from his 112 
Acushnet Road residence. Also, Main Street Realty Trust, 
William Cantor, 4 Prospect Road, received a special permit 
to construct a 496 square-foot addition to an existing 
home. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals will be scheduled for January 19 at 
6:00 pm in the town hall conference room if there are any 
hearings. 


Holiday Spirit Sings at ORR

Audrey Knox, a freshman playing trombone in 
the group, spoke on her favorite part of the group. 

"What I like is getting to hear the end result," 
she said. "We work so hard and just hear what [a song] 
sounds like the first time we play to perform it." 

The mixed chorus was next to perform, with their 
first piece accompanied by the jazz band. Michael Buble's 
arrangement of "Jingle Bells" gave both musical groups 
the opportunity to participate in a larger ensemble, 
alongside senior Jonathan Kvilhaug as the soloist. This 
was followed by a rendition of "Silent Night," with a 
solo by Christopher Savino and piano accompaniment by 
Drama Director Paul Sardinha. 

"I really enjoyed that solo because it challenged 
me to sing a different style of music, because I typically 
sing musical theater," Savino said afterwards.

"Even though the [performance] 
didn't go as well as our practices did, it was a good 
challenge." 

The chorus did not disappoint with their final two

echo in the air with the finish of each rich chord, while 
"Ding Dong Merrily on High" brought the sound of bells 
from the well-blended vocals of all four sections. 

This signaled the start of the concert band's 
three numbers of the night. Their "Nightmare Before 
Christmas" set was a large crowd pleaser, drawing many 
to sing along to the sections they knew. The karaoke 
continued into the final selection of the night, with the 
chorus leading the audience in "Auld Lang Syne." 

"It's something that many of us have sang at the 
New Year," said Barnicle. 

It goes without saying that, without Barnicle, 
none of what was showcased at the Holiday Concert 
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would be possible. He conducts all three classes of 
students that perform for four concerts per year, as well as 
individual and group competitions. 

"I don't know if many people understand that he 
has such a stressful job," Regis said. "He's the head of the 
whole music department and the only music teacher the 
school has, so there is a lot on his plate."

Regis offered a personal experience as an answer. 

"Coming into ORR as a new student, the people 
in band were some of my first friends, and I've had so 
many memories with band," Regis said. "I've always 
wanted to be part of chorus, and being part of chorus now 
is so much fun." 

The teamwork demonstrated by the music 
produced by the students after months of practice tops off 
the cheerful and familial feelings that coincide with the 
holiday season. With around a dozen weeks left until the 
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high school music department's next performance, it is 
only anticipation that awaits the students and audience 
once again.

are spending their vacation time crafting several, if not 
dozens, of supplemental essays for the schools to which 
they are applying. Though most colleges use the Common 
Application as the shared source of information on 
applicants, nearly every school requires extra information 
and essays to gain better insight into a candidate. 

Once applications have been submitted around 
New Year's Day, the process is put on pause until March. 
At that time, all the stress and uncertainty felt around 
Tabor over the past week will resume as colleges across 
the world release their final "regular" application 
decisions. Students who have been accepted to schools 
under early decision admission will no doubt breathe a 
sigh of relief, knowing that they have avoided reliving the 
process as so many of their peers have done. 

Over Winter Break, many juniors will take 
advantage of the free time by visiting colleges and 
universities across the country, taking tours, and 
attending information sessions. This time is also ideal for 
students to study and prepare for standardized tests, most 
commonly the SAT. 

The current junior class - Class of 2018 - is the 
first class to be fully transitioned to the revised version 
of the SAT test, which has notable structural changes 
including the transition from the 2400-point scale to 
a 1600-point scale. The Class of 2017 was allowed the 
flexibility to take either the old or new versions of the 
exam. 

The College Counseling program operates 
under the leadership of five counselors who provide 
individualized advice and aid to students, all while 
maintaining a high degree of independence for the 
students. Because of this approach, every Tabor student 
typically matriculates to a highly competitive college or 
university.

Tabor Continues Science@Work Lecture Series 

On January 12 at 6:30 pm, Michael Retelle, 
Professor of Geology at Bates College (ME), will share 
information about Paleo-Climatology through his study 
of ice cores from the Arctic. Retelle did his undergraduate 
studies at Salem State College (BS, 1976) prior to working 
as a field geologist on the Trans- Alaska Pipeline in 1976. 
He did his graduate work in Geosciences at the University 
of Massachusetts in Amherst. His primary research 
interests include glacial and marine environments and 
climate change in northern New England and in the 
Canadian and Norwegian arctic. 

His talk will focus on the recent environmental 
history in Svalbard, Norway, with an emphasis on the 
alpine glacier history from the ice expansion during the 
Little Ice Age of the 14th to 19th Centuries to the retreat 
that began in the beginning of the 20th Century that has 
accelerated in recent decades. Svalbard is an extensively 
glaciated archipelago in the Norwegian high arctic that 
sits at the boundary of polar and North Atlantic waters, 
climatologically sensitive to shifts in ocean currents and 
related air masses, impacting regional sea ice and glacier 
extent. 

This lecture is free and open to the public and will 
be held in Lyndon South Auditorium, Stroud Academic 
Center, 232 Front Street, Marion on January 12 at 6:30 pm.

A Man Called Ove, Starring Rolf Lassgard and Bahar 
Pars. Directed by Hannes Holm. Running time: 116 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

For some time, Fve wondered why Fredrik 
Backman's Swedish novel A Man Called Ove, a 
huge international bestseller, has captured so many 
imaginations. Having watched the film adaptation, 
which hits DVD in America next week, I think I know. 
Which is not to say it deserves all those imaginations, or 
knows what to do with them. The film stars Rolf Lassgard 
(Wallander) as Ove, an irascible widower pushing sixty 
and yearning to follow his wife Sonja, who died of cancer 
six months ago. Ove tries various methods of suicide, but 
life — in the form of his neighbors — keeps intruding. 

This wounded old man must, of course, learn how to 
rejoin the human community. And that's about all there is 
to it. 

The movie jerks its tears tastefully; there's a 
minimum of schlock, because the tone takes its cue from 
the film's astringent, taciturn protagonist. There seems 
to be a trend in recent Swedish pop culture to lionize the 
grouchy and rumpled; witness the success of the novel 
The Hundred-Year-Old Man Who Climbed Out the Window 
and Disappeared and its film version, or for that matter the 
detectives Wallander and Backstrom and many others. 
Ove slouches through the Swedish chill and fog, growling 
at everyone he looks at, lording it over his condo 
association, browbeating clerks and youths and, at one 
point, a clown. He's the sort of joyless bastard who can 
only be enjoyed from a distance — men like him make life 
hell for retail workers the world over. 

Of course Ove has a lot of pain in his past to 
explain his behavior. (So do the targets of his scorn, quite 
likely, but the movie isn't interested in that possibility.) 

He grudgingly — always, in these movies, grudgingly 
— forms a bond with a new neighbor, Iranian immigrant 
Parvaneh (Bahar Pars), who has two cute-as-a-button 
daughters and is carrying a third baby In no time he's 
giving her driving lessons as well as agitating for the 



rights of a disabled friend and taking in a young gay man 
whose father has disowned him (this plot thread gets 
forgotten). 

In this construction, a man filled with rage and 
despair can be healed by the warm touch of the well- 
meaning. (Ergo the story's popularity from sea to shining 
sea.) Fredrik Backman packs his narrative with neatly 
relevant thematic elements, and the movie, adapted and 
directed by Hannes Holm, tries hard to include them all. 
The block association that Ove dominates and resents 
comes together to help him. Even a foofy old fussbudget 
of a cat follows him around. It's as though dear departed 
Sonja had arranged for a micro-society to close ranks 
around her husband and keep out that Swedish cold and 
angst. 

People have fallen for the book and will fall 
for the movie. It could be worse. The film's flashback 
structure is smoothly fastened together by editor Fredrik 
Morheden, its present-day gloom and past-glory color 
clearly captured by cinematographer Goran Hallberg. 
Bahar Pars is appealing as the voice of life, and Lassgard 
anchors the movie with his sad, churlish gravitas. But 
things are made a little too pat (for instance, Sonja is 
a bit idealized, and the subplot about Ove's trying to 
keep his disabled friend out of a home lacks credibility), 
which makes this entertainment, not art, and simplistic, 
familiar entertainment at that. A Man Called Ove is 
harmless, I suppose, except for its assurance that all a 
miserably suicidal person needs is a family of friends. 
Well, the many grieving friends of the many depressives 
who have attempted suicide — and succeeded at it, not 
semi-comedically failed — might beg to differ with that 
diagnosis.

I realize that I should take my cat to the vet annually to 
get a physical and whatever vaccinations may be due, but 
getting the cat into the cat carrier is a chore. Any hints? 

Cats are not dumb. If they see the cat carrier 
come out they disappear. Some cats don't mind the 
carrier if it is left out all year round. Feed them in the 
carrier, allow them to nap in it, let it be associated with 
more pleasant experiences than a car ride. 

If you haven't gotten the cat to think positively 
about the carrier, put the cat in a bathroom prior to 
getting the carrier out of the basement. That way the 
cat can't disappear. Bring the carrier into the bathroom 
and keep the door closed so the cat won't escape. 
Feliway is a pheromone that may decrease your cat's 
anxiety when it is sprayed or wiped on the carrier.
